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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claim 25 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

It is not clear how second side of flexible cover could be activated to display first 
images after opening flexible cover in b), when it was activated in a) to display first 
images? 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claim 1-24 are allowed. 

Relative to independent claims land 6 the major difference between the 
teaching of the prior art of record (Narayanaswamy, Kim and Moscovich) and the instant 
invention is that display control circuit responsive to the orientation of said front cover, 
wherein when said front cover is moved from a closed position to an open position, an 
image on a first viewing side of said first display component is transferred to a second 
viewing side of said first display component, and said second display component is 
activated. 

Claims 2-5 and 7-18 depend on claims 1 and 6. 
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Relative to independent claims 19 and 22 the major difference between the 
teaching of the prior art of record (Narayanaswamy, Kim and Moscovich) and the instant 
invention is that upon said flippable cover opening to said open state, said front display 
panel becomes deactivated, said back display panel becomes activated and displays 
said first images and said first display component becomes activated for the display of 
second images. 

Claims 20-21 and 23-24 depend on claims 1 and 6.
